Are Popular Primaries Discredited?
r-* ROM the fact that in .MondayN<. \v Vork
a primaries tin' candidates favored l»y the
party organizations. almost without except ion.
won decisive victories, gloomy opponents of
popular government will deduce the lesson
that tilt; direct primary is a failure, and that
the machine operates quite as successfully
on the mass of the voters as it did of old
011 party conventions.

A ttral glance at the results would seem
to supply some basis for litis conclusion.
Governor Martin II. Glynn has been renomi¬
nated hv the Democrats, defeating Jolin A.
1 lenue.ssy by a majority that may roach
IMi.nyp. ai d James \V. tSerard, the American
ambassador at Merlin, has defeated I'runklin
D. Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the Navy,
for . he party nomination for tin; United
States Senate. Moth successful candidates
had the active support of Tammany Deader
Murphy and the State organization

In the Republican contests the organi/a-
tion victory was equally complete, its most
notable feature being the runaway ruc<- made
by District Attorney Charles S. Whitman for
tin! gubernatorial nomination. Even in the
Progressive party the organization candidate,
which is to say the Colonel's candidate, for
Governor. Frederick M. Davenport, defeated
William Sulzer. although "The Same Old
bill. quite as usual, does not admit he is
dead and has postponed the wake pending
the receipt of belated returns.

Before, however, one jumps to the con-
elusion that these results indicate a failure
of popular government as applied to the
selection of party candidates there are other
elements in the equation that ought to be
considered One is the obvious fact that
the \oiers a! any rate have had uu oppor¬
tunity to express their preference and have,
expressed it. a privilege they were not per¬
mitted under the obi convention system. It
ihey choose under such circumstances to back
the wrong men. they have no one to blame
but themselves.

Moreover, the organization camlnlates in
all parties were men of a particularly high
type. Among the Democrats, Ambassador
Gerard. after a distinguished career at the
bar and on the bench, has made a notable
record at Berlin, hearing himself through all
the delicate and trying situations that the
war evolved with a dignity and efliciency that
won universal admiration. Coventor Olynn.
despite some errors of taste and Judgment,
has administered successfully the affairs of
the state and has saved New York muuv
millions of dollars.

It was st> also with the Republicans. Mr
Whitman's fearless prosecution of Becker and
the gunmen for the murder of Merman Itosen-}
thai made him a popular hero, ami apparently
his alleged dalliance with the sage of Oyster
Bay did not cost him any votes.

Cruler the convention plan, save in some
period of political storm and stress, it is
unlikely that men of this stamp would have
been put forward by the organizations.
Weaker candidates would have been chosen
men more amenable to party dictation and

party discipline. All the voters would have
had opportunity to do would have been to
follow the tiag.
On the whole, friends of popular govern¬

ment have no rcituoii to he discouraged. If

\\ hat Will Klcltmnml Do?

PRODUCERS and manufacturers of this
section of the South should get their

share of the South American trade that is,
now waiting for whomever goes after it. For
various economic, racial and political rea¬
sons the trade of South American countries
has gone to Europe in greater quantities than
to the 1 lilted Stales, and of late years the old
countries, especially Circat Britain and Ger¬
many, have increased their dealings with our
Southern nations much more rapidly, actually
and proportionately, than have the merchants
of the northern halt of the Western
I leniisphere.

Within the last few months, however, two
things have operated to give the merchants,!
producers and manufacturers of the l'tiited
States the opportunity to capture some of
that trade. The provisions tit" the new
currency law allowing and aiding the estab¬
lishment of American banks in foreigncountries was a help whose value can scarcelybe overestimated. Thcrt the Wilson policy!toward Mexico and the acceptance of South
American offers of mediation went far toward
removing from minds of the peoples of the
South dislike ami distrust of the great .nation
t o i he north of them.
